ip of almost every hamlet in the land. 
is a dog fight of more than ordinary 
in Bunkumtown, the indefatigable 
therers seize upon and flash it across 
wires and over old Ocean itself. If a rail- 
breaks an axle, or a stage coach tumbles 
through a bridge, it is a godsend to the news 
reporters, and forthwith it is started on its 
ong and manifold lightning journey to the 
press of the country. We suspect that not- 
withstanding the inherent dangers of steam 
and ra@pid railroad locomotion, there are not 
more accidents occurring in the world to-day 
than three centuries or more ago. In fact, 
we remembor not long since of seeing an in- 
teresting article in an English paper proving 
by statistics that the ratio of persons injured 
by rail and steam conveyances in our day, in 
proportion to the numbers carried, was not 
nearly so great as before the invention of loco- 
motives, steamboats and rai!roads. The basis 
of. our neighbor's argument seems to be fal- 
lacious. Because, by reason of increased 
facilities for hearing news, we now hear of 
more such disasters than formerly, cannot 
fairly be taken as conclasive that more trans- | 
pire. For ourselves we are not of thuse who 
believe that the world is getting worse with 
age and enlightenment, or that the children 
of the 19th are the ‘degenerate sons 


While confessing to a firm belief in an over- 
ruling Providence and acknowledging that 
‘not a sparrow falls to the ground without 
Him,” we cannot accede to the proposition 
that every time a steamboat strikes a snag in 
a dark night, or a drunken engineer drives a 
train with its living freight straight on to de- 
struction, that it is an indication of Divine 
wrath agzinst the poor innocents who sink to 
the bottom or lie mangled and bleeding by 
the roadside. Natural causes produce natural 
effects. If a perfectly pure and holy man 
should apply a torch to his barn we suspect

there would be a conflagration, notwithstand- | 


ing his purity or holiness. If a parcel of boys 
light a bonfire near a row of inflamable build- 
ings on a windy day, the town may very likely 
be destroyed, whether the inhabitants be 
saints or sinners.

The laws of nature and nature’s God are 
just ae inevitable in the moral as in the phys- 
jeal world, without any special or other inter- 
position of Divine Providence. If an indi- 
vidual transgress these moral laws, the penalty 
is as sure to come as it is certain that when 
the prop is knocked away the building will 
fall. No man, or set, or race of men can con- 
tinmally and persistently violate any of nature’s 
inws and escape the consequences. It 
ia @ judgment proclaimed from the beginning 
and follows as surely as night follows the day.
